Preparing Roofing Felt and 
Sheathing Paper. 














The drawing illustrates a drying apparatus 
designed for use in preparing roofing felt and 
sheathing paper, the object of the invention 
being to quickly and thoroughly impregnate the 
paper or felt web with a water-proofing com- 
pound, and to avoid the deposit upon its surface 
of the adhesive covering of such compound in 
the form of a glazed surface, which, becoming 
adhesive when warm, causes the felt, when 
rolled up for storage or transportation purposes, 
to stick together. 

The process consists in heating the paper or 
felt web preliminarily to submerging it in the 
heated waterproofing compound, in flexure or 
bending of the web while passing through such 
heated compound, and thus effectually opening 
the pores of the felt to the reception of the com- 
pound, and afterward removing any such super- 
fluous compound adhering to the surface by 
means of rollers. 

Referring to the drawing, A represents a 
reel upon which the paper or felt to be treated 
is wound ; B, the web of felt passing therefrom ; 
C, a series of heated pipes or bars between which 
the web B passes; D, aroller over which the 
web B passes to the under side of the heated 
cylinder E, around which the web B passes in 
close contact, and from which it passes through 
a heated chamber, F. During the passage of the 
web B from the reel A, between the pipes C, 
around the rollers D and E, and through the 
heated chamber F, it becomes heated, and while 
so heated is repeatedly flexed, so that any mois- 
turé in the web is evaporated and the web leaves 
the chamber F and other heating devices, the 
pores are open, thoroughly dry, and heated. 

While all of the heating devices—to wit, the 
pipes C, the rollers D and E, and the chamber 
F—are useful for the heating and drying opera- 
tion, they need not all be employed, any one of 
them, if made of sufficient dimensions or pro- 
portions to the rest of the apparatus, being ef- 
fective. 

The web B, after passing out of the chamber 
F, enters a tank, G, containing the waterproof- 
ing compound (any of the known mixtures of 
tar, resins, or bituminous substances may be em- 
ployed), where it passes below the surface of the 
compound, under the roller H, over the roller I, 
under the roller K, and upward between press- 
ure-rollers N and O, which compact and press it 
and press out any undesirable excess of the com- 
pound, which is returned to the tank G, and 
thence passes off a sufficient distance to cool and 
is wound into rolls upon a reel, P. 

The rollers H and K are attached to a frame 
which may be raised and lowered and held 
down, when desired, by screws or an equivalent 
device, by which means the end of a web is 
readily introduced by simply laying its end un- 
der the rollers, after having passed the heating 
devices, and between the pressing-rollers; and 
then, pressing the rollers H and K downward 
upon it the web assumes the form shown in the 
drawing, being flexed over the roller I and also 
under the rollers H and K, thus repeatedly bend- 
ing it and admitting the compound into the 
pores opened by such flexure, The tank G and 
its contents are heated by steam-pipes G, in 
which steam passes upon the sides. 

The repeated flexure of the web B in the tank 
G opens the pores to the reception of the water- 
proofing compound, and there being no moisture 
in them, the compound effectually penetrates 
and impregnates the web and the surface, in- 
stead of presenting a glazed appearance, which 
becomes adhesive when warm, is a dull surface, 
and not adhesive. 

The paper or felt thus treated is said to absorb 
more rapidly and to retain about fifteen per 
centum more in weight of the waterproofing 
compound, and to be greatly improved in ap- 
pearance, convenience of handling, and dura- 
bility. 

The claims cover: 1. The improved process 
of saturating and impregnating webs of roofing 
and sheathing felts or paper with waterproof- 
ing compounds, consisting in heating and flex- 
ing the felts or paper immediately before im- 
mersing them in the heated compound, and 
repeatedly flexing the web by passing the same 
over rollers submerged in the bath of heated 
compound, and under removable rollers placed 
over the web. 2. The improved process of im- 
pregnating webs of felt or paper with water- 
proofing compounds by introducing the end of 
the web into a tank containing heated water- 
proofing compound, over a stationary roller 
or rollers located in the upper part of the 
tank, and by means of a movable roller 
or series of rollers submerging the web 
in the heated compound, and thus re- 


peatedly flexing the web during its tran- 
sit throughout the heated compound, and divest- 
ing the web of any surplus compound by pres- 
sure-rollers as it emerges from the compound. 
3. In an apparatus for saturating felt and paper 
webs with heated waterproofing compounds, 
the combination of a bath with heating appli- 
ances, a heating and flexing device adapted to 
open the pores to the evaporation of moisture 
before entering the bath, one or more stationary 
rollers to support the web near the top of the 
bath, two or more rollers attached to a movable 
frame arranged to submerge and flex the web 
during its transit through the heated compound, 
and a pair of pressing or wringing rollers ar- 
ranged above the bath for divesting the web of 
superfluous compound during its exit from the 
bath. - (263,668. ) 


Preparing Paper-Making Fibres. 





An English invention for cleaning and pre- 
paring fibrous substances for conversion into 
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travel easily in the engine, but having enough 
surface to boil or properly treat the materials. 

The effluent steam or hot water can be used 
again economically in another engine, and when 
the material requires gradual treatment. The 
material is now strained, knotted or screened 
continuously in the engine or after it has been 
treated as required for the kind of pulp or paper 
to be made. The solutions employed in this op- 
eration, whether caustic soda, potash or lime, or 
combinations of the same, are introduced into 
the apparatus in any convenient manner, the 
strength of the solutions depending upon the 
nature of the material under treatment. 

The material is then fed in, and additional 
material supplemented as fast as it is reduced in 
bulk by the joint action of the chemical agent 
employed, combined with the physical disinte- 
gration produced by the action of the roll and 
heat, the solution being kept at the boiling point 
from two to three hours, more or less, and the 
froth being kept down by the cover. 

The contents are then discharged or run off

against the material ~ 

in all directions di- 

rectly up or down and at angles thereto, thereby 
subjecting it to a similar action to rain, but with 
any required force,so as to wash off dirt adhering. 
The traveling wire may be worked in conjunc- 
tion with another such wire running in the same 
direction, and the straw be carried between the 
wires. There isa water sink or trough below 
the wire table to collect the washings, which 
may be filtered, cleansed, or precipitated, and 
the clear liquid used again for washing the straw 
or for boiling the same, or the wires are driven 
through a trough of water or other suitable fluid 
for the purpose. 

The traveling wire tables are carried on 
stretching rolls, and at the end of the traveling 
wire upon which the washing process is carried 
out are rollers, between which the material is 
delivered and pressed, and carried forward for 
the purpose of cutting it continuously into re- 
quired lengths by strong cross-cut knives, that 
is, a revolving knife-edge running against a fixed 
edge. 

The operation or treatment is conducted in its 
own liquor until such liquor has become suf- 
ficiently strong as to admit of its being treated 
for such constituents of the liquor as are worth 
recovering. 

The back-water returning to keep up the sup- 
ply of liquor to work the apparatus is passed 
through a filter press, and the cakes formed by 
the insoluble matter in the liquor are removed 
from time to time. 

The liquor may also be charged with a suitable 
or convenient salt or acid to suppress or remove 
any objectionable fumes or smell arising from 
the treatment, and at the same time precipitate 
the more valuable part of the liquor recovered 
in the process of cleansing. 

The material thus cleansed, or any materials 
requiring chemical treatment, as wood, cane, es- 
parto and grasses, are then brought into the boil- 
ing engine, or digesting triturator, constructed as 
follows: A steam-jacketed pulping engine is 
made, consisting of a casing fitted with a roll or 
rolls, having equidistant bars or teeth standing 
out and working against a suitable bed or re- 
ducing plate, and having fitted a portable cover, 
made to raise or lower over the engine, 80 as to 
prevent the froth caused by the process from 
overflowing, and an annular space or inside 
jacket is fitted to the inside of the engine around 
its sides. The bottom can also be steam-jacketed 
in the same manner, or in some instances a 
steam coil may be used within instead of a 
jacket, constructed so that the material may

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Cellulose.

VL—SrTRENGTH OF THE Sopa SOLUTION. 


That the preparation of cellulose is still, to a 
certain extent, in an experimental state is read- 
ily seen from the numerous methods employed, 
all of which cannot possibly give an equally 
good product. One manufacturer prefers a 
strong lye to a weak one, another considers the 
latter the more advantageous, and in this respect 
we find a great deal of difference of opinion. It 
is certain, however, that a lye which is too 
strong has a more energetic action, and also acts 
injuriously on the fibre itself, gradually decom- 
posing and destroying it. 

There is a considerable difference whether we 
employ a large quantity of lye of less strength, 
or a smaller amount of greater strength. Un- 
der all circumstances the former is to be pre- 
ferred; that is to say, it is best to take a larger 
quantity of a weak lye. It is then necessary to 
bear in mind, that a weak lye in large quantity 
can only be properly exhausted by keeping it in 
continual motion, passing it through the woody 
mass as often as possible. The motion is also 
advantageous when strong lyes are used, but 
with weak lyes it becomes a necessity ; because, 
by the continual passage through the woody 
mass, fresh portions of the lye are constantly 
brought into contact with the wood without ex- 
erting too vehement an action on account of the 
dilution. 

The thorough contact of the wood with all 
portions of the lye is not only accomplished by 
the fine division of the wood, but also by the 
movement of the lye, the purely mechanical 
penetrability of the same playing a very im- 
portant part, which, however, is not yet well 
enough known. In order to make the best pos- 
sible use of this action, the iron boilers should 
be provided with a mechanical arrangement for 


mixing the wood and lye. The mixing which 
results from the simple rotation of the boiler is 
not sufficient, and is too superficial ; the wood is 
thrown about in the form of lumps, and is not 
comminuted to the requisite extent. 

To attain this result, comb-like stirrers must be 
used, which, by moving to and fro, divide up 
the woody mass, and permit a more thorough 
penetration by the lye. From the preceding we 
see, then, that the lye should not be too strong, 
and that thorough agitation should supply the 
lack of strength. This is the only rational 
process. 

VIL—VALUE OF THE Lime RESIDUEs. 

It is not, as a rule, advantageous for the man- 
ufaeturer of cellulose to buy caustic soda, as 
such, from the chemical factory. The only ex- 
cuse for such a proceeding would be a too small 
working capital, but this should never be the 
case in the manufacture of cellulose. The prep- 
aration of caustic soda requires pretty expensive 
and complicated apparatus, but, by using it, the 
chances of making the manufacture of cellulose 
profitable, are increased. The slime of calcium 
carbonate, which set- 
tles down from the 
causticized soda solu- 
tion, contains con- 
siderable quantities of 
the latter, for it is 
this which gives it the 
consistency of a slime. 
By taking no further 
notice of this slime, 
but simply throwing 
it away, the price of 
the cellulose can be 
largely increased. It 
is, therefore, necessary 
to extract the caustic 


ing with water ; 
resulting dilute lyes 
being most advantage- 
ously employed in the 
manufacture of fresh 
lye. This procedure is 
not at all to be be- 
littled, but, on the con- 
’ trary, is very advisa- 
ble, as a thorough 
leaching of the slime is readily effected. 

The question then arises, whether the washed 
material cannot also be turned to account, and 
thus made to contribute a share toward making 
the manufacture of cellulose more profitable. 
The washed lime should not be thrown away, 
by any means, as it can always be used for 
some purpose. When twice eludriated it forms 
a valuable filling in the manufacture of paper, 
aed might be sold with the cellulose to the 
paper manufacturer. Besides this, the very fine- 
grained lime can also be used in making arti- 
ficial cements. When mixed with caustic milk of 
lime to a thick paste it gives a very valuable 
plastic mass, which rapidly hardens in the air, 
and can be used in the manufacture of artistic 
brick, tile, &c. Other uses can probably be 
found for this material, and they may all tend 
to make the manufacture of cellulose more prof- 
itable ; and this would certainly be very de- 
sirable. Since in all manufactures the using up 
of the so-called waste products is of great im- 
portance, it may not be without beneficial re- 
sults that attention has here been called to the 
utilization of a product which has generally been 


throwu away as worthless.

Steam Economy. 


A competent authority states that the follow- 
ing propositions underlie the whole science of 
steam economy as to the engine, and hence 
should be well considered and understood : 

1. The mean effective pressure on the piston of 
an engine is the exact measure or exponent of 
the work performed. 

2. The terminal pressure, or that from which 
the steam is released from the cylinder, is the 
corresponding measure or exponent of the con- 
sumption of water by the engine, or the cost of 
the power. 

3. Hence the best economy is attained when 
the mean effective pressure is highest relatively 
to the terminal pressure, and anything which 
will increase the former without correspondingly 
increasing the latter, or which will diminish the 
latter without correspondingly diminishing the 
former, will improve the economy. 

4. With non-condensing engines, the best pos- 
sible economy, with a given boiler pressure, is 
theoretically obtained when the full pressure is 
admitted to the cylinder up to the point of cut- 
off, and the degree of resulting expansion is 
such that the terminal pressure is lowered to, or 
nearly to, that of the atmosphere; provided that 
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the construction of the engine is such as to com- 
bine with a free exhaust and induction, the least 
possible loss from clearance, friction, leakage 
and condensation. Under such conditions, the 
steam may be expanded until there is no more 
work in it, and no higher economy is possible 
with the given boiler pressure without a con- 
denser. 

5. The best theoretical economy possible, with 
a given load and boiler pressure, is obtained 
when the cut-off takes place as early as possible 
in the stroke, consistent with obtaining the 
average pressure necessary to do the work and 
maintain the proper speed. 

6. The effect of a condenser should be to make 
available about 10 pounds more mean effective 
pressure, with the same terminal pressure; or to 
give the same mean effective pressure with a 
correspondingly less terminal pressure. When 
the load on the engine requires 20 pounds M. E. 
P., the condenser does half the work; at 30 
pounds, one-third of the work; at 40 pounds, 
one-fourth, and soon. It is safe to assume that 
practically the condenser will save from one- 
fourth to one-third of the fuel, and it can be ap- 
plied to any engine, cut-off or throttling, where 


a sufficient supply of water is available.

Indicated vy. Effective Horse- 
Power.

In the buying and selling of steam engines the 
question naturally arises: Of what interest to 
the buyer is the indicated horse-power? In sell- 
ing an engine the buyer is particularly interested 
in getting one that will accomplish a certain 
amount of useful work, in turning the wheels in 
his shop or factory, and not any further than it 
costs fuel and represents the condition of wear- 
ing out, in the useless work of friction. The 
question—sometimes a serious one—between 
seller and buyer, whether a certain stipulated 
power means indicated or effective power ought 
never to arise, since the latter expresses exactly 
that the buyer wants to know in connection with 
his work, and to it should be referred the meas- 
ure of economy with which he can do that work. 

The buyer is not interested in tests going to 
show the economy of an indicated horse-power, 
although he is frequently misled by statements 
of efficiency calculated from this basis. Were 
the power expended in overcoming friction al- 
ways proportionately the same in different en- 
gines, it would be better than it now is to accept 
their rating per indicated horse-power, but, as 
is well known to engineers, one engine may 
waste 30 per cent. of its indicated power in fric- 
tion, and yet measured by the indicated power 
show better economy than another that utilizes 
90 per cent. of its indicated power. Measured 
by the effective horse-power, the only considera- 
tion that properly appeals to the user, the appa- 
rent superiority in point of economy of course 
disappears. 

But even if the friction were the same in en- 
gines from different builders, rating by indicated 
horse-power for economy would not be right, be- 
cause an engine somewhat too large for the 
work would then show an apparent economy 
greater than one of just the right size ; besides, 
the difficulty is still in the way that the user 
knows nothing about an indicated horse-power 
in connection with the requirements (in the way 
of power) of his machinery. 

The custom of rating engines by their indi- 
cated power obtains, chiefly from the fact that 
it is comparatively an easy matter to measure 
power by the use of the indicator, but there are 
legitimate uses enough for this indispensable in- 
strument without bringing it into bad repute by 
assuming it will do what it will not do. 

Since a man buys a useful machine for the 
quantity or extent of its utility, this quality 
alone should be the prominent factor in the 
transaction of buying and selling, instead of 
some other quality more easily measured, but 
scarcely pertinent to the question of value. 
Buyers of steam engines should always buy on 
the bases of effective horse-power, and should 
insist on the economy rating being on that 
basis. 

It would be of great service if means were 
provided for the more accurate measuring of the 

effective power of the steam engine. This 
[ would not only tend to simplify matters be- 
tween the buyer and the seller, but it would 
also tend to the further improvement of the 
steam engine.—American Machinist.

There is little or nothing new to report in 
trade. Our mills are full of business at very un- 
remunerative prices. Rags are cheap, but stocks 
being moderate there is no fear of any further 
decline and every reason indeed for a rise. 
Though so little is done, dealers here hold on and 
are free from anxiety as to the future. On the 
Continent there are no stocks, comparatively 
speaking, so that there is no fear of anything 
very marvelous just now. 

Several foreign dealers and packers are over 
here, and our paper makers will be attended to 
very profoundly for the next few weeks. Firstly, 
S. Wertheim is here from Cassel, and has ap- 
pointed Witting Brothers his agents. Next 
comes Gebr. Salomon, from Harburg, a firm not 
to be confounded with Salomon Brothers, of 
Hanover, so far as our home trade is concerned. 
I expect to see G. Salomon every day, and all of 
these gentlemen with their agents, in some cases, 
will be on the war path. 

Here, in town, the Liverpool Marine Store 
Company established itself a short time ago 
near our old friends Baldwin & Hough. After 
six months’ business, the L. M. 8S. Co. has de- 
parted from Fred. Smith’s old store, having had 
enough of it. I fancy B. & H. were rather too 
many for it: so now it is gone, its manager, Mr. 
Chancellor, who knows the Limehouse store 
pretty well, stays on his own account. 

Meanwhile, trade in paper stock is not so bad. 
We have titled dealers here who keep their 
‘*brougham” and all that kind of thing. Itisa 
good thing to have a brougham. Little rag- 
and-bone collectors touch their caps and are 
very small when a big man rolls out and damns 
them to the far end of eternity, just to begin 
with, you know. If I was a collector, I would 
take it all out in the price of stuff. Talking of 
the brougham, though I must not forget to say 
that the horse is under the weather just now. 
To look at him fair and square, he has been fed 
upon hampers and old crates and might be sup- 
posed to have the mange. But then, thank 
goodness, the ‘‘ brougham ” is all right.

I am told that there were 120 applicants for 
this berth. The terms were as follows, £6 per 
week, with house, two servants, and £40 pas- 
sage money out. The agreement was for three 
years. 

George Chater, Jr., of the firm of Grosvenor, 
Chater & Co., sails this afternoon, per steamer 
Bothnia, for New York. Mr. Chater is one of 
our best paper makers, and belongs to a firm 
held in the highest possible personal as well as 
commercial esteem. He will, I suppose, see 
some of the good mills on your side, and will 
return before Christmas. Another of our best- 
known paper makers contemplates a trip to 
your side, but not until the spring, when he and 
I may be fellow-voyagers. 

Markets are somewhat dull, but there is a 
sign of improvement, so far as chemicals are 
concerned. Judging the position carefully, 
there is, I think, a steadily improving tone, 
though it is not immediately felt on all articles; 
but, of course, this could not be expected unless 
there was a general all-round improvement. 
Nevertheless, there is a sufficient interest exer- 
cised by consumers, as shown by the number 
and variety of their inquiries, to prove that 
they are closely watching the progress of events 
and following the markets in all their move- 
ments. The adverse influence of the dearness 
of money is counteracted by the restoration of 
peace in the East, which is already engendering 
the confidence of the commercial world that an 
increased trade may be looked for, and it is basing 
its actions accordingly. Whileit is tooearly yet 
to expect an actual increase in trade the pros- 
pects are deemed favorable to speculations, and 
sales on this account have been made during the 
week somewhat freely. Possibly this condition 
of matters may rule until the rush of the autumn 
export trade is over, when some reaction may 
be expected. The improved state of matters, 
however, for prompt delivery does not carry 
much benefit to transactions for next year’s de- 
livery. It is very difficult to obtain anything 
like adequate advances, or, in fact, any at all, 
unless the utmost firmness is shown toward con- 
tracting purchasers. Caustic sodas continue 
rather weak—cream particularly so, the de- 
mand being very quiet. Ash is still firm, and 
enjoys a good inquiry. Bleaching powder | 
rather improves, and supplies continue below | 
the requirements. Soda crystals are fully main- 
tained.

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Oily Waste. 





The extraction of oily matter and grease from 
cotton waste can be effected, according to M. 
Bastand, by submitting the cotton waste to the 
action of bisulphate of carbon or any other vola- 
tile liquid having an affinity for oil, in a closed 
vessel, and able to evaporate at a lower tempera- 
ture. Bisulphate of carbon is preferable on ac- 
count of its cheapness ; it should thoroughly sat- 
urate the mass of waste contained in the vessel, 
and run out at the same time as the oil and 
Heat is 
then applied to the mixture, and the bisulphate 
evaporates, and is carried off by regulated pipes 
into the condensers, and thence to the oil-box, 
to be used again. The oil and grease extracted 
by this process can be advantageously used for 
the manufacture of printingink. The bisulphate 
remaining in the waste is vaporized, and as it 
contains no oil can be used afresh.

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Safety Valves. 





It seems strange that in the present advanced 
state of the mechanic arts, there can be found 
men who will fit up safety-valves in the manner 
in which we sometimes find them. In many 
cases the grossest ignorance of the first princi- 
ples which should govern the construction and 
arrangement of apparatus of this sort is dis- 
played. In other cases it would be hard to de- 
termine whether ignorance, carelessness or cu- 
pidity is responsible for some of the astonishing 
work which we run across. 

One favorite way of running the escape pipe 
of a safety-valve, where boilers are situated in 
buildings not over one story high, is to run it 
straight up through the roof of the building. 
This is perhaps well enough if the connections 
are properly made and the pipes properly 
drained, but unless they are furnished with a 
properly arranged drip-pipe, the arrangement is 
positively dangerous, and should never be al- 
lowed under any pretense whatever. In fact, 
no escape-pipe should rise in the slightest degree 
after it leaves the valve-chamber without being 
provided with a drip-pipe. It will invariably 
fill with water if it does, and this will, of course, 
increase the load on the valve, and the water 
which so collects not only corrodes the valve 
and its fittings, but it is very liable to become 
frozen in the winter season, and disaster is sure 
to follow if it does. 

One of the most damaging explosions on record 
occurred a few years ago from this cause. The 
pipe run out through the side of the building 
and some distance beyond. It became filled 
with water, which froze up solid, in consequence 
of which the boiler blew up from failure of the 
safety-valve to relieve the pressure. 

Another way of putting up escape pipes from 
safety-valves is to run them into the chimney or 
the flue which leads to the chimney, This is 
frequently resorted to when the chimney power 
is deficient, and the reason given for it is that 
“it improves the draft.” It is diffeult for a dis- 
interested person to see how this device operates 
to ‘help the draft” unless the valves are blow- 
ing off steam, and we confess our inability to 
see why the draft should be improved at that 
time. However, we suppose a poor apology is 
sometimes better than none at all. 

One potent reason why safety-valves should 
never be put up this way is this: It is impossible 
to tell when a valve is tight, when it is so con- 
nected. It may leak, and become a source of 
great waste without anyone knowing anything 
about it. A valve should never be put up so 
that any leakage of steam will fail to make it 

self manifest immediately. Safety-valves should 
never have an ‘ escape-pipe’’ attached to them. 


They should be allowed to blow freely into the 
boiler-room. The objections to this plan are fast 
disappearing among intelligent steam-users and 
engineers, and in the very best arranged boiler- 
houses that have been built lately, the safety- 
valves are put up in this manner. This arrange- 
ment is not only the best, but it is also the cheap- 
est, as all the extra pipe-fittings and useless 


labor are saved. 


There can be little doubt that it would have 


been a blessing if the ordinary lever safety- 
valve had never been invented. If the invent- 
or’s design had been to make something possess- 
ing every facility for being tampered with, 
instead of making a safety-valve, he could not 
have succeeded in a more admirable manner. 
The lever offers every facility for over-weight- 
ing, at the caprice of an ignorant or careless 
boiler attendant. If more steam is wanted, if 
from any cause the demand for steam is irregu- 
lar, so that much care is required to prevent 
often blowing often off, or if the valve leaks, 
the sovereign remedy is to slide the weight out 
further on the lever, or attach all manner of 
junk to save trouble. And observe how ad- 
mirably the thing is contrived to produce much 
over-weighting with little effort. The multi- 


, 





plying principle of the lever is brought into re- 
quisition, so that a pound on the end of it may 
be equal to anywhere from five to ten pounds on 
the valve, and the effect of hanging a few old 


| bricks, gears, pulleys, or pieces of anything that 


has weight on the end of the lever, would be 
equal to a whole junk shop if placed directly on 
the valve. And the lever is such an inviting 
place to hang scraps of all kinds that many 
boiler attendants are simply unable to resist 
the temptation to do so on the slightest provo- 
cation. 

A really good safety-valve should possess the 
following qualities in the highest possible degree : 

First. It should be of the “dead weight” 
type of construction. No steelyard lever should 
be allowed in its construction ; it would then re- 
quire much more weight placed on it to produce 
a dangerous degree of overloading. 

Second. Its construction should be such that 
it would be no easy matter to place extra weight 
upon it, and such that an extra weight could be 
readily seen by any one. 

Third. It should be connected to the boiler so 
as to be easily accessible, and no escape pipe 
should be connected to it, and it should be ar- 
ranged so as to be easily lifted once or twice a 
day by the attendant. 

Fourth. It should always be an independent 
fixture, attached directly to the boiler, and 
should have no connection whatever with any of 


the other fittings on the boiler.—Locomotive.

Useful Notes on Water. 





One gallon of distilled water weighs 10 lbs.; 
1 gallon of sea-water weighs 10.32 Ibs.; 1.8 cubic 
foot of water weighs 1 cwt.; 36 cubic feet weigh 
1 ton, and equal 224 gallons ; 1 cubic foot con- 
tains 61f gallons. The average daily consump- 
tion of water in towns is 16 gallons to 20 gallons 
per,head. In pipes the square of the diameter 
in inches equals pounds weight of water per 
yard. Example: A 3-inch pipe holds 9 lbs. per 
yard. One one-hundredth inch of rain is about 1 
ton weight to the acre. A nominal horse-power for 
a boiler requires 1 cubic foot of water per hour. 
Circular apertures are most effective for dis- 
charging water, since they have less frictional 
surface for the same area. The vena contracta 
is the best form of orifice for discharging wa- 
ter. The ordinary speed to run a pump is 
80 feet to 100 feet per minute. The pres- 
sure in pounds per square of a column of water 
is the height of the column in feet multiplied by 
.434, or for an approximation 1; lb. pressure per 
square inch for each foot of height. Water in 
flowing through an aperture has a velocity equal 
to that acquired by a heavy body falling freely 
from a height equal to the distance between the 
centre of the aperture and the surface of the 
water. Doubling the diameter of an aperture 
increases the flow fourfold. A man can raise 
water from a well 10 feet deep at the rate of 30 
gallons per minute. The approximate time 
occupied in discharging equal quantities of water 
under equal heads, through pipes of equal 
lengths, varies from 90 for a straight line, 100 


for a curve, to 140 for a right angle.

A large portion of the friction of engines is the 
result of tight cylinder packing. In setting out 
packing, it should be only tight enough to keep 
the steam from passing. It is best to do this job 
by degrees, setting out the rings a little and

then blocking the cross-crane end of the cy lin- 
der. When no steam passes the rings are tight 
enough. In cylinders that have run for some 
time itis impossible to make a cylinder tight 
without reboring. Care should also be exer- 
cised in making a complete revolution of the 
engine by hand after setting out the rings, to 
see that the packing does not stick in any of the 
smaller portions of the cylinder. An engine 
that requires constant lubrication in the cylin- 


der to prevent “‘ squeaking,” needs attention, as 


generally the rings will be found too tight, or 
the cylinder out of line.

Is it not strange in these days of cheap sta- 
tionery to think of a time when both parchment 
and papyrus had become so rare and so exorbi- 


tantly expensive that both Greeks and Romans | 


were in the habit of using a palimpsest, which 
was simply some old manuscript with the former 
writing erased ? Thus countless works of authors 
now celebrated, and whose every word is held 
priceless in this nineteenth century, were ruth 
lessly destroyed by their contemporaries. Verily, 
those prophets lacked honor! Many were the 


expedients resorted to by the early scribes for 


the supply of writing materials. There was 
no scribbling paper whereon to jot down 
trivial memoranda or accounts, but the 
heaps of broken pots and crockery 
all sorts, which are so abundant in all 
Eastern towns, prove the first suggestion for 
such china tablets and slates as we now use, and 
bits of smooth stone or tiles were constantly 
used for this purpose, and remain to this day. 


Fragments of ancient tiles thus scribbled on (such | 


tiles as that whereon Ezekiel was commanded 
to portray the city of Jerusalem) have been 
found in many places. The island of Elephan- 
tine, on the Nile, is said to have furnished more 
than a hundred specimens of these memoranda, 
which are now in various museums. One of 
these is a soldier’s leave of absence, scribbled on 
a fragment of an old vase. How little those 
scribes and accountants foresaw the interest 
with which learned descendants of the bar- 
barians of the isles would ome day treas- 
ure their rough notes! Still quainter were 
the writing materials of the ancient Arabs, 
who, before the time of Mohammed, used to 
carve their annals on the shoulder-blades of 
sheep; these ‘‘sheep-bone chronicles” were 
strung together, and thus preserved. After a 
while, sheep’s bones were replaced by sheep’s 
skin, and the manufacture of parchment was 
brought to such perfection as to place it among 
the refinements of art. We hear of vellums 
that were tinted yellow, others white ; others 
were dyed of a rich purple, and the writing 
thereon was in golden ink, with gold borders and 
many-colored decorations. These precious manu- 
scripts were anointed with the oil of cedar to 
preserve them from moths. We hear of one 
such in which the name of Mohammed is adorned 
with garlands of tulips and carnations painted 
in vivid colors. Still more precious was the 
silky paper of the Persians, powdered with gold 
and silver dust, whereon were painted rare 
illuminations, while the book was perfumed 
with attar of roses or essence of sandalwood. 
Of the demand for writing materials one may 
form some faint notion from the vast manuscript 
libraries of which records have been preserved, 
as having been collected by the Caliphs both of 
the East and West, the former in Bagdad, the 
latter in Andalusia, where there were 80 great 
public libraries, besides that vast one at Cordova. 
We also hear of private libraries, such as that of 


a physician who declined an invitation from the | 


Sultan of Bokhara because the carriage of his 
books would have required 400 camels. If all 
the physicians of Bagdad were equally literary 
the city could have scarcely contained their 


books, as we hear that the medical brotherhood 
numbered 860 licensed practitioners.—The Gentle-
